Whooping Gough tends’ to 
occur in epidemics. It is 
most severe in the colder’ 
climates, and is produced 
by the germ known’ . as 
Bordet-Gengou. The disease 
is spread by droplets 
thrown into the air by 
coughing and sneezing, and 
is most catching during its 
early stages. Usually one 
attack produces immunity 
against any further attacks 
of the disease.
